MILWAUKEE, Wis.—An admis- 


sion was made here today- in court 
proceedings that many of the notes 
that were given by farmers 
for 


stock in the American Cooperative 
association have been turned over 
to the firm of Bloodgood, Kemper 
and Blocdgood for collateral. 


In order to ascertain the where- 


abouts of a large number of notes 
given by farmers in the vicinity of 
Black River Falls for stock taken 
in the American Cooperative associ- 
ation, discovery proceedings were 
begun before court commissioner, 
Julius E.-: Roehr at Milwaukee this 
morning. 
' Attornel H. M. Perry of 
Black- 


River Falls represents the farmers. 
About $18,000 worth of stock in 
the A. C. A. was sold to farmers 
about Black River Falls on the rep- 
resentation, it is said, that about 
$30,000 worth of stock.-would be 
sold there. It is said -also, that the 
stock agents of,the A- C. A. repprt- 
~ed to the farmers that" the A. C. A. 
was the business branch of the So- 
ciety of Equity. 
Later • on, 
the 


farmers who had g-iven notes for the 
•stock began protesting,. whereupon 
it is said,, the A. C. A. • officials 
agreed to return the notes and take 
back the stock. This, the farmers 
allege, has not been done arid ac- 
cordingly they are seeking to dis- 
cover the 
whereabouts of 
their 


notes to begin mandamus proceed- 
ings for their return. 


The A. C. A. was represented to- 


day by a representative of the. firm 
of Bloodgocd, Kemper and Blo<d- 
g-ood. 
The principaj witnesses this, 


morning were A. C. Schmidt,, presi- 
dent of the A. C. A., and H. G. 
Tank, secretary. 


The witnesses admitted that notes 


that had been turned in to the A. 
C. A. had been given to Bloodgood, 
Kemper and Blocdgood, 
and 
to 


Henry Horner- and Co. 


Atton-.ey Perry read a letter dat- 


ed Nov. 19, 1919, signed by Blood- 
good, Kemper and Bloodgood 
in 


which "it was stated that the notes 
would be returned to the farmers. 
Later, a letter was sent out stating 
that the notes would not be 
rej 


turned. 


Attorney Perry also sought to ob- 


tain a copy of the financial state- 
ment of the A. C. A. for last May. 
•The Blocd'good attorney objected to 
this stating 
that 
inexperienced 


bookkeepers had been employed last 
May and that the statements for 
that time were incorrect. 
The at- 


torney for the A. C. A. also asked 
that he be given time.in which to 
consult with his superiors in the 
firm of 
Blood'good, Kemper 
and 


Bloodgood before a. ruling was. made 
on. the production of the statement. 
It is stated that Attorney.Perry is 
seeking to prove that the A;. C. \. 
was insolvent at the time that the 
notes were obtained from the farm- 
ers.

The Industrial commission lias re- 


cently inaugurated a policy of writ- 
ing: to all injured men when acci- 
dents are reported by 
employers. 


The commission does this to advise 
them of their rights and duties un- 
der the compensation act. These let- 
ters .are written to supplement the 
cards "What to Do When Hurt," 
which have been issued1 by the com- 
mission and 
distributed 
among 


workmen by the thousands. 


Another purpose of these letters 


is to afford an 
additional 
check 


upon the settlements 
which 
iire 


made by employers and insurance 
companies with injured workmen. 
Another check along the same line 
has been developed in having all 
insurance companies and self-insur- 
ed employers report' the dates on 
which they make payments of com- 
pensation in all cases. If payments 
are net made at the time required 
by law, the commission requires a 
statement of the reasons for the de- 
lay. 


The compensation 
act 
provides 


that the first payment of compensa- 
tion shall be made on the 15th day 
after the accident. It also requires 
payment of 
compensation weekly 


thereafter .during the disability.' No 
compensation is due for the first 
seven days, unless the injured is 
still disabled or. or after the 29th 
•day 'after the beginning of disabil- 
ity. 
The primary liability for pay- 


ment of compensation under 
the 


Wisconsin law rests upon the em- 
ployer, even if he is carrying insur- 
ance. 
This means that employers 


must assume responsibility for see- 
ir.g that insurance companies make 
payments of compensation promptly 
at the time required by law.

The Industrial commission has is- 


sued an order upon the hours -of la- 
bor of women and the 
minimum 


rates for -women and minors in fac- 
tories 'canning beans, cherries, corn 
and tomatoes, to apply during the 
season of 1920. This order is based 
u,pon 
investigations 
-which 
were 


mado by the Woman's Department 
of the commission. 


Factories canning, beans, cherries, 


corn and tomatoes arc exempted by 
the commission from its general or- 
der prohibiting night work in fac- 
tries. In such canning 
factories, 


women may be employed at either 
day or night work, but they must be 
paid at the rate of time and one-half 
for all work done 
after 6 p. m., 


which is in excess of 8 'hours pei 
day, and also for all Sunday work. 
In no day, also, may women be em- 
ployed for more than 10 hours and 
in no week for more than GO hours. 
Tho canning factories also are re- 
quired to designate some one person 
who is to be charged, with responsi- 
bility for the 
observance of the 


commission's orders, and must also 
keep such time and production rec- 
ords as the commission may require. 
Since canning is a seasonal indus- 
try, all canning factories come up-' 
der the provision of the minimum

by themselves and have nothing, to | 
do with the present -situation. They 
are in the hands of the government 
and it is up to the government to 
relieve them of any money that does ! 
not belong to them. The.number, 
however, so far as Wisconsin 
is

"The. profiteer whom- the .people 


are now interested in is the man1 
who receives too much for his -wares 
that he sells to the public. I have' 
only condemnation for the trades- 
man who exacts unreasonable'profits 
during these trying times. It is my 
judgment, however, that the num- 
ber of people who are doing that is> 
largely over-estimated. 


"We must encourage fair dealing 


and should do all we can to bring 
that about. However, the politician 
who goes about and merely shouts 
"profiteer" and offers no better rem- 
edy than'a jail for those who happen 
to be caught at it is not going to ac- 
complish anything—in fact, he does 
not know how he is going to do it. 
It is merely r. political dodge, cal- 
culated to catch votes without any 
thought of accomplishing 
a rem- 


edy." 


Governor Philipp. said that 
the 


working man stands better today I 
than he has at any time since the j 
foundation of the government. 
In 


his address at Marathon City the 
governor spoke directly to German- ; 
American farmers many of whom | 
have recently voted the 
socialist | 


ticket. ''It is a matter of deep con- 
cern to me as it must be to thou- 
sands of other citizens," said Gov- 
ernor Philipp, " who are interested 
in the welfare of our state, that 
here is a tendency on the part of the 
hitherto conservative German-Ameri- 
can population of our state to vote 
the socialist ticket. I shall not be- 
lieve that the farmers of our state, 
who arc in the main 
substantial 


people, can find anything attractive 
in socialism. You are property own- 
ers and as such you should oppose 
the growth of any political party 
whose central idea is to confiscate 
ail production in the interest of the 
state. I shall not believe that you 
are willing to turn over your farms, 
which either you or your ancestors 
have cleared up, and which are now

share. Entirely irrespective of what 
socialist agitators may say to you, 
that is what socialism stands for, if 
it does mean any of these things, it 
has no right to exist. 


"It has been said to me many 


times that the German-American 
people are voting socialist tickets as 
a protest agabist conditions that ex- 
isted during the war. I am free to 
say to you, that many unfortunate 
things were attempted during the 
wsr, however, but little of a serious 
nature was carried out. 


"When you vote the socialist tick- 


et -you are adding encouragement to 
the building up of a party that is 
entirely opposed to American ideas 
and American principles of govern- 
ment. It is a system that breaks 
down what we have with nothing 
practical to 
offer in its place, and 


unless you are willing to encour- 
age a state of 
revolution, under 


which no man's home, no 
man's 


property, and perhaps no man's life 
will ibe safe, do not lend your aid 
to the upbuilding 
of the socialist 


party purely upon the ground that 
you axe registering a protest. There 
are other ways of legistering a pro- 
test and you should not choose the 
method by which you injure your- 
selves. 
Socialism has no place in 


this country. We have not lived un- 
der oppression; except during the 
brief period of the war, we have en- 
joyed every freedom that is good 
for the human 'being.

tunate condition that existed during 
the period of the war will be wiped 
out soon and constitutional govern- 
ment will be restored to us. If de- 
mocracy cannot make up its mind to 
give it to us, I am here to assure 
you that among the first acts un- 
der republican rule', the Espionage 
act and other objectionable legisla- 
tion will be wiped out." 


Governor Philipp made a plea for 


election' of the uninstructed delega- 
tion to the national republican con- 
vention at Chicago.

looked to the republican party to lead 
the country out erf its present dif- 
ficulties. He denounced the plat- 
form of the La Follette republican 
delegation as a document intended 
to gather all the discontent*., He 
referred to the La Follette platform, 
as one which no republican-conven- 
tion -would «dopt. . 


"We are not attempting to de- 


ceive you," Baid Governor Philipp, 
"with a promise to vote for some 
presidential im.possibility.~or to pro- 
mote a platform that in the main in

would adopt. That is a type of po- 
litical deception that I would not be 
guilty of. I do not wish to go to a 
republican convention unless I am 
permitted to stand by my party. 


"The platform, of our opponents 


was evidently'constructed to please 
the Non-Partisan league people, the 
socialists, the near socialists, Victor 
Bergar and any other group of per- 
sons who area discontented' beyond 
the hope of redemption.

Warm Days Would 


Break Ice 


The colder weather which is now 


upon Madison is materially retard- 
ing the ice melting process on Men- 
dots and Monona lakes, which had 
been taking place for the past week 
or so. 


The ico on Mendota is still about 


eight inches thick but is very well 
honeycombed and quite unsafe for 
ice boats. 
The ice while clone 
up 


against the .shore, is not doing any 
damage, and a south wind would 
take it over to the north shore c-f 
the lake. ' A warm wind with a few 
days of hot sunshine would effect- 
ually do away with the ice, said W. 
P. Bernard. 


The ice on Monona is now about 


six inches thick, and the entire lake 
is covered with wide cracks. 
A 


strong south wind would 'bring the 
ice, which is now about 30 feet from 
the north shore, close up against 
the shore and would do much dam- 
age, declared W. J. Wirka, especial- 
ly as the ice this year is unusually 
thick considering the time of year.

Lowden's Early Life 


J-.KANK ORREN LOWDEN was bom at Sun- 
1* rise City, Minnesota, January 26, 1861, the 
son af a blacksmith. His family removing to 
Iowa in 1S6S, he attended Iowa State Univer- 
sity, and was graduated as valedictorian of his 
class in 1885. In 1887, be completed the course 
at the Union College of.Law in Chicago, again 
taking first honors. 
\ 


Young Lowden at once entered the practice 


of law in Chicago, and soon rose to a prominent 
place at the Chicago bar. In 1S96 he was mar- 
ried to Florence Pullman, daughter of George 
M. Pullman of the Pullman Car Company, one 
of the wealthiest railroad magnates of the 
United States. 


In 1SDS, Lowdcn became Lieutenant Colonel 


of the First Infantry, Illinois National Guard. 
In 1S99 he accepted a professorship of law at 
Northwestern University. 
He was offered a 


place as First Assistant Pjjstmaster General 
under President McKinley in 1900, but declined. 


Colony] Lowden's first experience in politics 


was as a party worker and organizer. He was 
a delegate.to the Republican National Conven- 
tions of 1900 and 190-1, a member of the Repub- 
lican National Committee from 1904 to 1912, 
and served on the executive committee in the 
campaigns of 1004 and 1908. 


In 1904 Colonel Lowden was a candidate for 


governor of Illinois, but lost the Republican 
nomination to Charles S. Deneen, who served 
two terms as governor of tha state. 


Elected to Congress 


« FTER a brief retirement from politics, Col- 
£\, oncl Lowdcn was elected to the 59tb Con- 
gress November 6, 1906, to'fill the unexpired 
term of R. R. Hitt, deceased, of the Thirteenth 
Illinois District. On December 3, 1906, he took 
his seat at the opening of the Second Session of 
the 59lh Congress. 


At Washington, -Colonel Lowden found the 


Republicans in full control of both branches of 
Congress. Cannon was at the height of h:s 
power as "czar" of the House, and Nelson W. 
Aldrich of Rhode Island ruled the Senate with 
an iron hand. It was the heyday of reaction 
and the golden age of the "old guard." 


Eleven months before Lowden entered the 


House, Robert il. La Follclte had taken his seat 
in the Senate and in April; 1906, had sown the 
seeds for the "insurgent" revolt when he oppos- 
ed the Hepbum-Dolliver railroad bill, in open 
(iafiance of Aldrich's leadershi-p. 


Of the Illinois delegation in the House, twen- 


ty of the twenty-five Congressmen were Repub- 
licans. Among the Illinois members were Jo- 
seph G. Cannon, Speaker of the House, James 
R. Mann, later Republican floor leader, William 
B. McKinley, traction magnate and banker, now 
a candidate for United States senator, and Wil- 
liam Lorimer, soon to .be elected to the Senate 
by the famous "jackpot" legislature at Spring- 
field.

The .bill passed the 
House by a vote of 1S5 to 143, with independ- 
ent Republican members opposed. Lowden did 
not vote. 


On March 1, 1909, Lowden voted against the

On May 23, a bill opening up the coal lands 


of-.Alaska to the corporationi.-seeking to ex- 
ploit the natural resources 'of ••tntrterritory was 
passed in the House by a vote pTT47 to 38. It 
provided for the consolidation bi small tracts, 
originally held by bona fide settlers. The bill 
had 'the support of Mondell, and other '-'stand- 
patters" in the House.

Lowdcn and The "Insurgents" 


,,.NSURGENCY" first took definite form in 


1 the House in the Sixty-First Congress. 


President Taft was inaugurated March 4, 1909, 
The Sixty-First Congress met in extraordinary 
session the same day and elected Speaker Jo- 
seph G. Cannon of Illinois for a fourth term 
by a vote of 204 to 166. 


The "insurgents" refused to abide by the Re- 


publican caucus, dividing their votes between 
Norris of Nebraska and Cooper of Wisconsin. 
Congressman Lowden voted with the "regulars" 
for Cannon. 


After Cannon's re-election, Majority Leader 


Dalzeil offered a resolution providing that tho 
House adopt the old rules as the rules of the 
Sixty-First Congress. 


It was -under the old rules that Cannon 


wielded his autocratic power. Dalzcll's motion 
was defeated, 189 to 193, through the combining 
of "insurgent" Republicans and the Democrats. 


--Lowden voted with the organization for the old 


rules.- 
' 
Champ Clark of Missouri, minority leader, 


then offered a resolution amending the rules in 
such manner that the speaker was shorn of 
most »f his arbitrary power. Clark's resolution 
provided that the speaker be deposed from the 
Rules Committee, which in the past had dic- 
tated committee assignments as well as legisla- 
tion, and provided for the election of the Rules 
Committee by the House.

When it appeared certain that Clark's reso- 


lution would prevail, Fitzgerald, reactionary 
Tammany Democrat, of New York, led 23 Con- 
gressmen out of his party and voted with tha

sourian's motion by a vote of 203 to 180. Low- 
den voted with the 'bi-partisan alliance, thus 
formed to entrench Cannon as "Czar" of the 
House; 


Fitzgerald then offered a substitute to Clark's 


amendment, making a 
few inconsequential 


changes in the rules, and leaving Cannon su- 
preme over ti:o Rules Committee. Fitzgerald's 
substitute was adopted, 211 to 173. Frank O. 
Lowden voted with Lorimer, Dalzell, Payne, and 
the "stand-pat" Democrats for this amend- 
ment. The "insurgent" Republicans opposed it."

HE most important question before the 61st 


Congress was the tariff. 
President Taft 


and the Republican congressmen had

Taft summoned Congress in extra session. 


On'April 9, the-bill fathered by Sereno E. 


Payne, passed the House. Lowden voted for 
the Payne Bill. On July 31, the conference re-

awakened by the President's action, the Hou& 
dcterminad to investigate the Department of the 
Interior. If Speaker Cannon, as head of the 
House Rules Committee, were permitted to ap- 
point the men who should conduct the investi- 
gation, it was known in advance that the inquiry 
would be a "whitewash" for Ba'Jinger. . 


The "insurgent" Republicans, who had 


fought consistently for conservation, there- 
fore introduced a resolution taking the ap- 
pointment of the investigating committee 
out of the hands of Ihe Speaker and pro- 
viding for its election by the House. 
The 


vote was 149 yeas to 116 nays. On this im- 
portant roll call, involving the cause of con- 
servation. Congressman Lowden voted nay, 
upholding the enemies of a sound conserva- 
tion policy. 
Meanwhile, the fight to frea the House from 


Cannonism had not been abandoned. On March 
'l9, 1910, Norris of Nebraska introduced a reso- 


cago. In 19'll, he was elected^ director of the 
Pullman Company and continued in this capac- 
ity for several years.. He was later elevated to 
the vice presidency fo .the corporation. 


Colonel Lowden was still a member of the Re- 


publican National. Committee, and in. 1912. met 
with Boise JPenrose, Murray Crane, and other 
national coramitteemen in Chicago, to decide the 
contests over delegates between Roosevelt and 
Taft. His former colleague, in the House, Will- 
iam B. McKinley of Champaign, Illinios, was 
campaign., manager for President _Taft. Colonel 
Lowdcn''.continued to support(Taft for President 
during .the 1912 campaign. "Upon Taft's ovcr- 
•whelming defeat'in. November,_Colonel Lowdcn 
again centered- his 'energies upon his farming 
and'business interests. 


Record as Governor 


r^HE. collapse of the Bull Moose Party put the 
1 iormer Taft backers once more in control f 
the party machinery in 1916. Colonel Lowden, 
with strong backing from the party managers, 
became a''candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor of. Illinois. On September 13, 
he was nominated in the state primary, and on 
November 7 was elected over Edward F. Dunne, 


Governor Lowden had been elected upon : 


platform pledging economy and a "business-a'd^" 
ministration." He took ofn:e January 7, 1917. 
At the first session of the legislature he put 
through a Civil Administrative Code providing 
for the budget system of state finance.

Voted against the Reciprocity Bill. 
With a majority of the members of both 


parties, Lowdcn voted for the constitutional, 
amendment providing an income tax, for the 
bill creating a postal savings system, and 
for the act regulating child labor in the- 
District of Columbia. There was no real 
opposition to any of these measures. 
During his five years in the Hpuse, Congrcsi- 


man Lowden put forward no measures of im- 
portance. He introduced the usual pension billi 
for the erection of public buildings in his dis- 
trict, but fathered no constructive legislation.

The vagueness of the platform issued by Rep- 


resentative Smith is suggestive of the appeal 
which friends of Governor Lowden are making 
to Republicans in behalf of his candidacy. 


Governor Lowden's attitude on the high cost 


of living.-uniyersal military training, free press 
and free speech, the initiative and referendum, 
the railroad question, labor legislation, and his 
policy toward monopolies are not revealed in 
the platform issued in his name. 


During his public career, however, Governor 


Lowdcn has committed himself on most of these 
important issues. 
. 


He is close to the element in the Republican 


Party which has always urged a large Navy, 
universal military training, and a. "firm" policy 
in Mexico.' As in the years from 1907 to 1911, 
while'in Congress, he would undoubtedly favor 
the high tariff policy which fostered monopoly 
and resulted in increased living costs. Governor 
Lowden has denounced the initiative, referen- 
dum, and recall as "socialistic." With his ap- 
proval the legislature enacted a stringent anti- 
sedition law last June under which Socialists 
and labor leaders in Chicago have been indicted. 
Like the Graham and Sterling bills in Congress, 
the measure restricts free speech, free press, 
and free assemblage. Early in his administra- 
tion, Governor Lowden sent troops to Chicago 
to prevent the meeting of a convention called 
to discuss the war aims of the United States. 


Governor Lowden has won the support 


of the chamber of commerce and manufac- 
turers' associations in Illinois by using the 
troops freely to quell strikes and labor dis- 
disturbances .since the armistice. 


Lowden's Political Associates 


D ROADLY speaking, it may be said that Gov- 
Jj ernor Lowden has much the same backing 
for the presidential nomination which ex-Presi- 
dent Taft had in 1912. Like Taft in 1908, Gov- 
ernor Lowden is- mating his bid for the presi- 
dency on his record as an administrator. 


Governor Lowden was reared in a school of 


politics which was in ill favor in the United 
States a few years ago, but which, in the con- 
fusion of domestic issues in the wake of the 
war, may dominate the Chicago convention. 


Twenty years ago Colonel Lowden made his 


debut in politics as a delegate to the Republican 
National Convention at Chicago. He repre- 
sented the Third Chicago District, sitting in the 
convention with William Lorimer, who repre- 
sented the Second Chicago District. Joseph G. 
Cannon was one of the leaders of the Illinois 
delegation. 


Mark Hanna, of Ohio; Henry C. Payne of 


Wisconsin, and "Matt" Quay, of Pennsylvania, 
were members of the National Committee. Al- 
though a novice in national politics, the wealthy 
young corporation lawyer of-Chicago won in- 
stant recognition. Mark Hanna placed him up- 
on the advisory committee of 0:4 members which 
was to guide the party through the campaign. 
Among Colonel Lowden's associates on this 
committee were "Boss" Plant and Channcey 
Dopew of New York, Nelson Aldrich of Rhode 
Island, and Charles F. Pfister and Henry C. 
Payne of Wisconsin. 


Since 1900, Colonel Lowden has been continu- 


ously active in the Republican organization, 
serving as national comm itteeman from 1904 
to 1912 and as a member of the executive com- 
mittee during the campaigns of 1904 and 1908. 


Some months ago, Chairman Will Hays of the 


Republican National Committee urged/Republi- 
cans in the various states to send uninstructed 
delegates to Chicago in June. This policy has 
been generally pursued in states which in for- 
mer years have been the scene of -warm primary 
fights. 
In many states, delegates have been 


instructed for "favorite sons" who do not take 
their own candidacy seriously. Such is the case 
in Pennsylvania where the delegation will be 
instructed for Governor Sproul, but will in fact 
be under the domination of Senator Boise Pen- 
rose. 


Thus the party organization will in all prob- 


abilrty control in the selection of a candidate 
at Chicago. Neither Lowden, Wood, Harding, 
nor Johnson will have sTifficient delegates to se- 
cure the nomination on the first ballot. The 
great body of delegates .will be picked rr.cn 
ready to vote as the party leaders dictate.

Und«r these conditions, 
Governor 
Lowden 


will, beyond question, prove a strong factor in 
the balloting. His early training under Hanna, 


' Quay, and Platt, and his intimate association 


with Penrose, Lodge, Root, and the other men 
who still dominate Republican conventions will 
qualify hira for the "safe and sane" leadership 
of the" party, so desirable in the eyes of the men 
who" will attempt to "run things" at Chicago. 


The pre-convention campaign in behalf of 


Governor Lowden is being well financed 
^ and 


vigorously p'rosecuted, especially in the middle 
West. Governor Lowden is conceded to be a 
favorite in the South,—itself eloquent testimony 
'that his candidacy is regarded with favor by 
the party leaders, since the southern delegates 
represent no actual constituency and are manip- 
,ulated by the national committee 


The nomination and election of a man of Gov- 


ernor Lowden's type would have been a mani- 


- fest impossibility in 1912 and in 1916, when the 


issue was still sharply drawn bjtween the pro- 
gressives and the reactionaries. 


But much water has passed under the bridge 


since the last presidential election. The .war 
has obscured the old issues. A large personal 


. 
fortune," investments in corporate enterprises, 
and the othej-ties which give a community of 
interest with "big business" no longer dis- 
qualify a candidate for high office as they did 
in 1912 or 1916. Angus McSween, Hiram John- 
son's campaign manager, declared the other day 
that "it is hard for a man to be elected president 
on a Pullman platform," but whatever difficul- 
ties there may be ahead, the zeal of the Lowden 
managers is unabated.
